The job of being MPC Student 
Body President has grown and ex- 
panded under the new constitution. 
The president appoints a cabinet 
that has the responsibility of ad- 
ministering, under his 
the expanding services and activi- 
ties of ASMPC. He also has veto 
power over Student Senate legis- 
lation, subject to overrule by two- 
thirds of the Senate. 

One of the most important re- 
sponsibilities of the ASMPC 
president is to act as mediator and 
referee between various groups on 
campus. He must 
particular group in such a way that 
it develops into a dominant force 
on campus.

BITTER ELECTION FIGHT TO CLIMAX TODAY

Early arrivals at MPC Monday morning must have been 
bewildered by the campaign posters in the Student Union. Two 
large butcher-paper posters declared that Dennis Johnson, 
candidate for ASMPC Vice-President, was running on tickets 
with both the opposing candidates for ASMPC President, Bob 


Wells and Dennis Hermanson. 

Later in the day, however, the 
one announcing Johnson’s support 
of Wells was taken down and 
Johnson said that he was com- 
pletely behind Hermanson. 

In a written statement to the El 
Yanqui, Johnson said, “I do not 
support Bob Wells, nor have I 
ever Bob Wells and 
having the opportunity of working 
with Bob Wells would never sup- 
port him in any election for any 
important office such as ASMPC

me.” 

Evidently there was a total mis- 
understanding between Wells and 
Johnson on who was supporting 
who. In Wells’ statement, he said 
that Johnson gave him every in- 
dication of support. Wells called 
attention to the facts that Dennis 
Johnson either painted or had 
painted several posters supporting 
Bob Wells; he helped organize a 
campaign party for Wells and he 
actively participated in Wells’ 
planning sessions. He posed with 
Wells in a picture to be used on 
campaign posters, according to 
Wells, and there is a tape record- 
ing of Johnson with Steve Shore 
and other Wells supporters in 
which he assocated himself with 
the Wells campaign. 


When asked why he had sat in 
on Wells campaign meetings if he 
did not support Wells, Johnson re- 
plied, “I felt a moral responsibility 
to the school; I felt there might be 
a grave injustice to an individual 
on campus.” When asked if the 
individual he meant was Herman- 
son, he answered, “Yes.” Asked to 
elaborate on what he meant by 
grave injustices, Johnson said he 
did not care to comment on that. 


What about the remaining can- 
didates in the election? Dennis 
Hermanson was interviewed and 
he was asked how long he felt 
Johnson had been supporting him. 
Hermanson answered, “For over 
half the semester.” Johnson then 
interjected that Hermanson was 
not correct in that statement, how- 
ever Hermanson was under the 1m- 
pression that Johnson had been 
behind him for some time. In Her- 
manson’s words, “At the beginning 
of the semester I told him (John- 
son) that I was running for Presi- 
dent and he told me he would run 
for vice president, so I assumed 
that he was supporting me.” 


Vice-presidential candidate John 
D. Smith was also interviewed. 
Smith said that he was in complete 
accord with Wells’ platform, but 
had not been actively supporting 
Wells because he was under the 
impression that Johnson was run- 
ning on Wells’ ticket. He said he 
was running because he felt John- 
son should be opposed. 


As the election now stands, Den- 
nis Johnson is now supoprting 
Hermanson while John Smith re- 
mains firm in his support of Wells. 

The election today will also de- 
termine the fate of a proposed 
eonstitutional amendment _ that 
take the freshman and 
sophomore class presidents out of 
the senate and put them in the 
ASMPC president’s cabinet. 


Votes wil be cast from 10-2 in 
front of the Library or in the 
Union if it rains. Booths may also 
be set up in the neighborhood of 
the Music and Art buildings to 
make voting more convenient for 
students in that area of the cam- 
pus.

for its own affairs by taking it 
from the administration. Lastly, it 
is of utmost importance to promote 
the practice of democratic institu- 
tions on campus. 

By responsibility, I mean that 
any administration domination that 
exists now will be replaced by 
student initiative and responsibility. 
Responsibility also means that we 
present planned activities and leg- 
islation. It is necessary also to 
stand irrevocably for the will of the 
student even when in contradiction 
with the views of faculty and ad- 
ministration. This also means that 
the ASMPC president be respon- 
sible for exerting definite leader- 
ship. 

When purpose and responsibility 
have been attained, positive action 
is necessary. Some examples of 
positive action are: a_ student 
orientation committee for foreign 
students; a student academic com- 
mittee; student representation in 
choosing the evening division 
speakers. By such organized pro- 
grams, beneficial results will be 
attained. 

The inevitable result of a plan- 
ned program is an 
MPC’s prestige.

Mr. Hermanson answered ques- 
tions 1, 2, 4 and 5. 

I. Yes, but I believe that these 
scholarships should be competitive 
rathan than for financial aid. There 
are many scholarships offered at 
MPC for students in financial need. 
What are needed are scholarships 
which will reward those students 
who excel in their fields of study. 
In this way students would be do- 
ing a direct service for the AS- 
MPC. This scholarship program 
would be administered by my pro- 
posed Student Academic Commit- 
tee under the Commissioner of 
Academics. In this way, we are 
giving a specific benefit for those 
attending MPC while lending an 
academic aid to the college. 

2. If this money is necessary for 
the securing of good lecturers, yes, 
I believe so. I might also add that 
the money budgeted for the eve- 
ning division should not be cut. 
For after all, the evening students 
pay more in buying Associated 
Student Body cards than they re- 
ceive in return. 

4. Yes, I believe so. A plan has 
been presented by the Administra- 
tion on the Cabinet suggesting that 
there be two representatives from 
the student body. I agree with this 
and would recommend that one 
representative should be from the 
evening division and one from the 
day session. 

5. This depends on the job re- 
quirements, and duties performed. 
If the salary is less than the salary 
for the same job in the community, 
yes, I believe that the salary should 
be raised to the corresponding one.
